Story of th e C rim e. 
The discovery of the crime for which 
Jackson and Walling were today hanged 
was made in the early morning of Feb. I, 
IH96, the headless boily of Pearl Bryan of 
Greencastle, Iud., being found luau ob­ 
scure part of John Lock e ’s farm, adjoining 
Fort Thomas, Ivy. The sensation created 
by the finding of the body and its subse­ 
quent identification are well remembered. 
Identification led promptly to the arrest 
of Jackson and Walling, who were at­ 
tending dental college in Cincinnati, and 
soon a series of circumstances were der cl 
oped pointing clearly to their guilt. 
It 
was shown that Jackson was first intro 
duced to Miss Bryan by Will Wood* sen 
of Rev. D. M. Wood, and himself a cousin 
to the victim, and that the first step in 
the crime was the ruin of the girl, w ho 
was of excellent family. 
On Jan 27,1890, 
Miss Bryan reached Cincinnati, with a 
view to being assisted in covering her 
shame, and 
was 
subsequently 
hi lh J. 
Jackson and Walling have all along con­ 
tended that they had no knowledge of the 
girl’s death, but yesterday aq alleged 
confession was made public in which they 
admitted participation in an attempted 
abortion, with Dr. Wagner of Bellevue, 
Ky., as the principal. In this admission 
they attempted to shift the responsibility, 
but the story v9n» given little credence, 
No trace has ev*r been found of the miss 
ing head, the statements of the condemned 
being to the effect that they never saw it 
after Dr. Wagner severed it aud took 
possession tnereoi.

The discovery of the crime for which 
■Jackson ami W aiting were today hanged 
was made in the early m orning of Feb. I, 
1*96, the headless body of pearl Bryan of 
Greencastle. Ind., being found in an ob­ 
scure part of John Jxvck e ’s farm, adjoining 
Fort Thomas, Ky. The sensation created 
by the finding of the body and its subse­ 
quent identification are well remem bored.

Miss Bryan reached Cincinnati, with a 
view to being assisted in covering her

Jackson and W alling have nil along con­ 
tended that they had no knowledge of the 
girl’s death, but yesterday aq allegHi 
confession was made public in which they 
adm itted p *rtioipatiou in an attem pted 
abortion, with Dr. W aguer of Bellevue, 
Ky., as the principal. In this admission 
they attem pted to shift the responsibility, 
but the Gory vitoe given little credence, 
No trace has ever been found of the rais­ 
ing head, the stMgnients of the condemned 
being to the effect that they never saw it 
after Dr. W agner severed it aud took 
possession thereof.

Dimension* of the SraflPolrt Upon W hich 
Jackson and W alltttg Died. 
N ewport Ky., M*rch 20.—The Qiana 
of tho scaffold on which Jackson aud 
Walling suffered death were changed 
fomewhat from the first specification*. 
From the ground to the floor upon 
which the doomed men stood 9s, 9 feet; 
from the lion* to the crossbeam, (J feet; 
total hight, 17 feet; floor, IO by 12 feet, 
which also represents the outside mea* 
ureincurs of the scaffold from top to 
bottom; the corner posts, 6 by 6 inches; 
crossbeam, the same; floor joist*, 2 by 6 
inches; flour boards, , inch; iron bolts, 
I inch thick. 
There are 14 steps on the stairway 
leading to the platform. 
No nails were 
used in The construction of the scaffold, 
screws and bolt* being used. 
The tim 
ber used was rough pine of the best 
qualify, and the foundations consist of 
blocks of wood, the whole structure be­ 
ing braced securely. 
The dimensions of the inclosure in 
which the scaffold 
was erected are;
